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become Dust Bowl 


The big inquiry has been set up to prevent Cherry 


Lake from becoming a summer dust bowl. 


There are two big questions: 
Who controls the lake, and how can 
the authorities stop the speedsters 
who use the dry bed of the lake as 


a drag strip. 

The cars break up the 
hard crust on the lake bed 
when it goes dry, and the 
wind has been whirling the 
dust over nearby homes. 

The Council is examining 
the problem. 

Mr. G. W. Gilson of Fisher 
Court, Altona, had written 
to the Council: 

“During the recent dry 
spell you will recall that 
Cherry Lake became dry. 
The dry bed of the Jake 
then became a — yehicle 
speedway for many per- 
sons. The vehicle traffic 
broke the thick crust of 
the lake surface and churn. 
ed it into thick fine dust. 


Consequently, ““'in™" wit 


conditions, particularly winds: 


from the north, the dust 
was picked up and blown 
as a thick dust storm over 
the adjacent houses. Visi- 
bility at this stage was re- 
duced to about yds. 

“Following these dust 
storms it would take women. 
folk of ‘the area two to three 
days to clean the dust from 
the interior of their homes. 

“At the time several un- 
successful approaches were 
made to the local police 
station to seek action to 
have the offenders removed 
from the lake site. They 
advised that no action could 
be taken as the area was off 
the highways. > 

“Currently the lake is 
again fast drying and it will 
only be a matter of weeks 
to a repeat performance of 
conditions as outlined above. 
Already several endeavours 
have been made by youths 
to drive their cars on the 
dried surfaces only to be 
bogged in the attempt. In 
an endeavour to reduce the 
above effects, it is respect- 
fully” requested whether ur- 
gent Council action can be 
taken to prevent all vehicles 
in future from using the 
dried surface of the lake 
for driving activities", Mr. 
Gilson wrote. 





CR, J. J. GINIFER — ‘We 
should get lego! opinion’. 


J. J: Ginifer told the 
Council that it could get a 
clear definition from the 
Board of Works on who was 
responsible for the lake.

It perhaps would be 
cheaper”. 

The Shire Engineer, Mr. 
R, C. Simmons said, ‘That 


was considered some years 
ago — the Board of Works 
considered it. : 

“But it was dropped be- 
cause it would upset the 
natural environment of the 
lake. 

“The water in the lake 
is not pure, but it is not 
brackish, and there has 
been some growth of 
grasses in the lake. 

“These are not sea grasses 
and would be killed if sea 
water was pumped in. 

“And it would disturb the 
natural environment — such 
ras the birds’. ‘ 

Crs. P. Burns and R. 
Richards successfully moved 
that the Works Committee 
seek legal opinion on the 
problem.

A motorist who broadsided from the Es- 
planade into Maidstone Street, Altona, and 
continued to keep up his excessive speed was 
fined $15 at Williamstown Court last week.
